Becord of Interesting Doings at Ne-
braska State Capitol—Auto Li-

censes Taken Rapidly

Lincoin, Nebr., June 2—Adminis-
gration of the new motor vehicie reg-
fstration law, which went into effect

April 8§, I8 done througn the State
Pepartment, and bas made that of-
fiee & very busy place indeed, We
fearn from Secretary of State Chas,
W. Pool, that nearly 5,000 pew auto-
mobiles have been registered since
ghe law went into effect, up to May
26th, and that approximately 7,600
wrill be the nuinber by June 1. Add-
o4 to these will be several hundred
motor cycles,

The new law in bringing out the
#eci that a large number of Kutomo-
plle owners were sadly in arrears as
to taxation. Collection of these back
taxes ana the addition of a large
sum to the road funds of the coun-
ddes of the state rests with county
greacurers. There is probably due
the state on this tax fully $100,000
48 back taxes and this should be
promptly pald. The new law with
ghe prescribed colored number plates
sbanged each year, will preclude the

ibility of these Arrearages oceur-
ring In the future,

The State Department has been
greatly embarrassed because of the
pon-arrival of number plates from
thbe factory. It is difficult te con-
wince those who have pald the license
fee that it |8 impossible for any fac-
gory furnishing the plates to fill an
erder of 50,000 In four weeks. The
plates are being sent out at the rate
of about 600 a day and everybody
awill be accommaodated if they will be
patient. Malling these plates to the
owners |8 costing the state more than
#2326 per day. The automobile de-
partment Is maintalned wholly by
the fee of thirty-five cents on every
motor vehicle license |ssued, and it
will be seen that after paying for the
pumber plates, postage and the sal-
ary of six employees, who put in
sipe hours of faithful wrok every
day, there will not be a very large
surplue to revert to the state at the
#nd of the year. Many county treas-
grers do not realize the need of the
department; otherwise they would
pemit the fees to the state treaspurer
eftener than they have been doing.
#t i» not gnerally known that the

ns who pald their auto licenses

the year previous to April 6 can

ure their number plates by pay-

an additional fee of $1.00 to the

eounty treasurer of the county In
which they reside,

Under the ruling of the new board
of eduecational lands and funds, com-
posed of Governor Morehead, Secre-
tary of State Pool, Treasurer Hall,
Attorney General Reed and Commis-
sloner of Public Lands Beckmann,
the review of school lands for leas-
dng or sale purposes will hereafter
be made by two or three members of
the board instead of one as has been
ibe practice In the past. It is estl-
mated that a proper review of these
Jands will result in bringing into the
#state treasury between $20,000 and
$25,000 apnually more than has
been recelved in the past. Instanc-
o8 are cited where land I8 now being
Jeased at ope and one-half cenis per
aere, which rental the members of
the board think is far below what
tbe lessee should rightfully pay.

Sesslon Laws of the 1915 legisla-
ture, compliled under the direction of
the secretary of state, will be issued
by July 1, and persons desiring to
procure copies can purchase them
from the clerk of the supreme court.
As no Revised Statutes will be is-
sued this year the demand for the
$Session Laws will be much larger
than usual,

busy season will find it to their ad-
wantage to write to the deputy labor
commigsioner at Lincoln,

Governor Morehead has been out
through the state the past week
making numerous commencement
sddresses.

SUNNY CALIFORNIA

Former Western Nebraska Man Tells
of Experiences In the West-
ern Coast Country

to describe California, for it is a
very large state; has a coast line of |
8§00 miles, and s from 300 to 3560

miles wide. It bhas about 60 coun-
ties, some of them ae large as  Are
certain of the eastern siates; and

there are ns many climates as there
are counties. It has spaces In which
a drop of rain does not fall for years
at a time; and there are locations
where the annual rainfall reaches 80
and even 90 Inches. There are moun-
talns covered with perpetual snow;
and within an hour's travel of them
are vast orchards of oranges, lem-
ons, olives, walnuts, and all manner
of declduous fruits

Manifestly, | cannot undertakg to
deseribe California for you, but vol-
umes of literature upon that subject
are readily accessible and are well
worlh perusal.

Our own journeys covered several
hundred miles of Callfornin before
we settled on a farm in Rincon val-
ley, near Santa Rosa, the county seat
of Sonoma county, Sonoma is sev-
enth In size of California’s countles,
being almost exactly of the same
area as the state of Rhode Isiand.
Santa Rosa l& 50 miles north of SBan
Francisco, and has about 12,000 pop-
ulation. The county’'s population Is
nbout 55,000 or 60,000 The name
“Sonoma’” is an Indian word, and
means ‘‘Valley of the moon®”, “Santa
Rosa" in a Spanish name, and means
“Saint Rose”, Nearly all California
names are either Spanish or Indian
SBonomn county's Industries are
widely wvarled. There are¢ minese,
wines and fisheries, lumber mills,
dalries, milk condensaries — and|
chickens, and then some more chick- |
ensg, Petaluma, 15 mlles south of
Santa Rosa, is the “hen metropolis”
of the world, Draw a circle with a
16-mile radius, with Petaloma as the)
center, and you will include at least |
five millon fowle., Egg production
i# there a highly developed and sci-
entific occupation. An immense sum
of money |8 invested, and the busi-
ness is most  generally  profitable,
Sonoma county leads the state In
egg production and s third or fourth
in the value of Its dairy products,
and I8 also first of all the countles in
its annual hop harvest. The hop
business is "mighty uncertain’, but
when there I8 a good year, a man
with even a small hop yard makes a
fortune. The price depends mainly
upon the European markets, At
least, that s generally believed to be
the case. But it seems strange that
buyers should right now be offering
from 12 to 14 cents a pound for next
asutumn's harvest of hops, when the
European markets are generally
closed. But that is being done right
now. Bonoma county hop growers
are contracting this year's yleld at
from 12 to 14 cents. It costs from
T to 8 cents to produce a pound of
hops and put them in the market. So
this means a fairly profitable year
for hop growers. But this Is noth-
Ing to the “big bonanza" years., Hops
have some times sold at 71 or 8, or
% cents for years at a time, and then
gone up to $1.256 or even $1.50 a
pound, becduse of a crop [allure in
Europe.

But Sonoma's greatest products
are frult and grapes. Millions of
gallons of wine are made every year.
That county has the largest wine vat
in the world, It is made of con-
crete, enameled Inside, and holds
two million gallons. Whenever It is
emptied, a ball I8 given, and the
wine vat Is the ball room. Itg bot-

‘wn paper, and the whole package I8

a work of art that appeals to both
eye and palate. Those bunches eell
in New York at a doliar or a dollar
and a quarter. They cost us from
five to fifteen cents, nccording to the
stage of the season.

Celery, also, is largely grown on
the delta lands and the lslands in the
river., There are celery flelds of
hundreds of acres each. One farm
alone sends nearly a steambont load
to San Francisco every day during
the season, and there are many
farmas.

Crop prospecta in this Immediate
reglon are most excellent. Almonds
are especially good with us, and so
are apricots, fgs, peaches, plums,
prunes, apples, walnuts, Erapes—ev-
erything promises well. Prices on
some of these products are general-
ly rather lower than usual, but on
others they are well up to average.

Sunshine and ozone, you know, are
two very necessary and at the same
time two very rare complements of
the modern factory.
